SOMETHING WRONG. 
H ow the Navy D epartm ent Sacrillces the 
Lives ot Its Men. 
W ashington, January 6th. — Representative 
Davis has prepared a report from the Committee 
on Pensions with reference to the bill granting 
a pension to Margaret Baker, widow of Com­ 
m ander Samuel H. Baker. It shows a most de­ 
plorable condition of affairs in the Navy Depart­ 
ment. The report says: 
“The late Commander Samuel H. Baker, hus­ 
band of the petitioner, was a man of splendid 
physical condition and of distinguished acquire­ 
ment, and he w as considered one of the most 
promising officers in the navv. About January 
30,1888, he was in command of the United States 
store-ship Mouougahela at Coquimbo, Chile, 
with orders to proceed from that port to San 
r ranctsco. This ship w*as a steam vessel, but 
orders were that she was to proceed to 
San Francisco under sail. The complement 
of crew iurnished Commander Baker for 
this 
purpose 
were a boatswain, three 
mates, six seamen and twelve landsmen—an 
actual working force of eighteen men—put to 
navigate a vessel of some 3,000 tons burden on a 
long voyage. The vessel got under way Feb­ 
ruary 2, 188S, it having taken this short-handed 
Pjew three days to heave anchor, which is usu­ 
ally the work of only a few minutes. On the 
25th of February she arrived off the port of 
Fayta, Peru, being then short of water and with 
the men under restricted allowance. Partly be­ 
cause this vessel came from a Chilean port and 
partly because it was alleged that epidemic dis­ 
eases were raging in the port from which .lie 
came, she was denied admission into Payta, and 
denied the privilege of communicating with 
the shore for the purpose of telegraphing the 
condition of her crew to the Navy Department 
at \\ ashington. The vessel had no distiller 
aboard, and altogether the m auner in which 
she was sent out, and the insufficiency of her 
equipment and crew are mysteries of naval 
administration. 
“ About tbe 1st of March, 188S, through the in­ 
tervention of the Commander of the United 
States steamer Alert, Commander Baker sue- 
ceeded in putting himself iu communication 
with the Navy Department, and the result of 
his telegram was an order that the Ah.nonea- 
hela was to proceed to San Francisco. The ex­ 
ecution of this order was entered upon immedi­ 
ately, and after mauy privations Commander 
íí? íe r^l\V ghtüisvesselint0 that Port on the 
19th of May, 1SS8. Under ordinary circum­ 
stances the voyage should have beeu made in 
thirty days. 
“ During this period Commander Baker s‘ood 
watch every day, exposed to weather which the 
log shyws to have been exceedingly inclement. 
During the entire run lrom Payta to ban Fran­ 
cisco, from March 12th to May 19th, the log 
shows that the officers and crew were on a 
short allowance of water, and it has been shown 
to the satisfaction ot the committee that uoth- 
mg but the unceasing personal toil and expos­ 
ure of Commander Baker and the other officers 
in performing the ordinary duties of seamen’, 
enabled the vessel to be brought to the port of 
ban Francisco. The effect of this upon Com­ 
mander Baker _was his death, by acute uraemia, 
October 3o, 1868, caused—as the medical cer­ 
tificates show—by exposure in the immediate 
line of his duty while in command of the 
I mted States storeship Monongahela upon this 
voyage. 
“ He left his widow in straightened circum­ 
stances and with one child to support and edu­ 
cate. blit* is now receiving a pension of 830 a 
month, and the bill provides for its increase to 
a month.’ 
The committee, after a careful consideration 
of the facts in this case and precedents in the 
cases of naval officers Dulaney, Twigs, Collins 
Breeze, Breen, Craven and Butler, who sacrú 
ticed their I ves in early manhood by devotion 
to duties exceptionally arduous, and whose 
widows pensions were increased on that ac­ 
count, earnestly recommend the passage of the 
bill. In view of this statement, which will be 
given to the House ou Mondav, it would seem 
that a Congressional as well as'a naval investi­ 
gation is in order. 
STALW ART STEW ART. 
N evada’s Senator D enounces the New 
Pro-Chinese Labor A gitation. 
W ashington, January 6th.—Senator Stewart 
was asked to-day by your correspondent wbat 
he thought ot the agitation by the leading Dem­ 
ocratic newspaper in San Francisco for the ad­ 
mission of the Chinese, after the doors have 
beeu practically closed against them by Con­ 
gressional legislation. T ic Senator replied : 
“I think it very foolish and inconsistent, and 
will not receive the approbation ol one person 
in one hundred on the Pacific coast. Verv 
likely there is some temporary inconvenience 
occasioned by tbe exclusion ot the Chinese It 
breaks a labor system long established, and of 
course is temporarily embarrassing to the fruit­ 
growers, railroad builders and others who have 
relied upon Chinese labor. Such difficulties 
will soon pass away. There will soou be au 
abundant supply of white labor to tak- the 
places of the Chinese when they arc gone. 
White men are unwilling to emigrate to’Cali- 
forma to labor in competition with the Chinese 
but when the tic Id of lator is opened bv the 
removal of the latter there will be an increased 
immigration of white men. wno will build up 
ihis country, establish homes and maintain 
American civilization. If no Chinese had ever 
come to the Pacific coast the white iiopulatiou 
would have beeu more than double w hat it is 
to day. No part oi the United states, or any 
other country under the sun, is so inviting lor 
the industrious and enterprising immigrant as 
California The climate is mure healthy and 
the soil more productive than any other se'ction 
of the I nited states. When the water available 
fur irrigation is utilized, there is room in Cali­ 
fornia lor a vast population. Twenty millions 
ot people cou.d live and prosper in that State if 
, her natural re.ouices were more available 
The whole coast will s,xin see the effects of ex­ 
cluding the Chinese by the coming of Jarge 
numbers of desirable persons to become citizens 
largely fiom the older States where the climate 
is more rigorous, the soil less productive and 
the advantages for obtaining the comforts and 
luxuries of life far less abundant. To again 
open the gates to Chinese immigration would 
bt* most disastrous. It would be tbe permanent 
dedication of the fairest section or the United 
Mates to a race that would necessarily exclude 
Anglo-Saxon civilization and m aintain the 
semi-barbarous institutions of Chiua." 


H AR BISON’S APPOINTMENTS. 
. The Senate W ill Rem ain In Session Long 
Enough to Confirm Them . 
J W ashington, January Gih.—W hether there is 
an extra session of the Fifty-first Congress or 
’ not, there will be the usual extra session of the 
Senate to confirm the more Important of Presi­ 
dent Uairison’s nominations. The length of this 
session depends entirely upon the celerity in 
which the President elect makes his nomina­ 
tions and the promptness with which they are 
acted upon by the Senate. When General Gar­ 
field was inaugurated, the Senate remained in 
i executive session from March 5th to May 20tli 
. This session was delayed by Mr, Conkling's 
tight against the New York appointments. T nc 
siiecial session of the Senate convened by Presi­ 
dent Arthur lasted from October 10. 18s0, toOc- 
tober 20th. The Senate was in executive session 
to confirm President Cleveland’s first nomina­ 
tions from March 5th, 1868, to April 2d 
The term of Senator Chandler of New Hamp­ 
shire will expire ou the Sth of March. 
The 
Legislature of New Hampshire does uot meet to 
chose his successor until next June. Governor 
Steward will appoint Chandler’s successor to 
fill the term until a new Senator can be legally 
chosen. Chandler expects to be returned, and 
at present has the advantage of all hUcom- 
jietitors, but he is not on iriendlv terms with 
(roveruor Stewart, and it is said that the latter 
will appoint some other person to fill the 
vacancy.

HINTS TO COLLEGE GRADUATES. 
H ow it is Proposed to R ecruit the R ail­ 
w ay M ail Service. 
W ashington, January 6lh.—The Civil Service 
Commission to-day made public the rules to 
govern the railway mail service, which was re­ 
cently placed under the civil service bv the 
President. All employes will remain in until 
removed for cause, die or resign, and all come 
under the civil service except the General Su- 
Eirintendent and Assistant Superintendents. 
xaminations for appointments will consist of 
the regular civil service questions, with addi­ 
tions relating to the railway mail svstems iu the 
State or Territory wherein the applicant re­ 
sides. Examining Boards will be placed in 
each railway mail division, and vacancies will 
be tilled from those eligible iu states where va­ 
cancies occur. The applicant must pass at least 
70 per ceut. to be eligible. All applicants must 
be between 18 and 35 years of age. to be eligi­ 
ble, except in the cases of honorably discharged 
soldiers or sailors, not disabled, who will he 
examined regardless of age. 
Appointments 
will be recommended by Division superintend­ 
ents from the list of eligibles. 
Contested H ouse Seats. 
W ashington, January 6th.—Chairman Crisp, 
of the Committee on Elections, has signified his 
intention of calling up on Tuesday the South 
Carolina contested election case of Smalls 
against Elliott. He expects opposition to the 
report of the committee in favor of the sitting 
member, and its consideration will probably 
consume two days. This case disposed of, the 
Sullivan-Felton California case will be called 
up. 
Blaine aud the Cabinet. 
Washington, January 6th.—The Republican 
Senators opposed to Blaine were disturbed by 
the news that Harrison was determined that he 
could not escape the necessity of offering Blaine 
a seat in the Cabinet. This is not a rumor, but 
a fact. General Harrison said as much to one of 
his Senatorial callers. Blaine's appointment 
would mean Platt left out in the cold. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION. 
R eported Expressions of Senator Stanford 
Upon the Subject. 
The San Francisco Examiner publishes a 
dispatch from Washington in which Sen­ 
ator Stanford is reported to have said, upon 
the attempted labor scare on account of the 
passage of the Chinese Exclusion Act: 
“ The Chinamen are cot leaving the 
country very fast, and the number of those 
who are is more than hffset by those who 
come in from Cauada at various points 
along the border. The trouble in the fruit 
districts, in my judgment, will be only 
temporary. If additional labor is needed, 
it can be supplied from a good class of 
white men in the East. The rates for 
transportation are low, and it would be 
better for the Pacific coast to supplant the 
Chinese with the whites, especially such a 
class as would be drawn thither by tbe 
prospect of steady work at a good rate of 
pay.” 
The correspondent asked Senator Stan­ 
ford if he would favor amending the re­ 
striction law to the extent of allowing a 
limited additional number of Chinamen to 
come to this country. 
Senator Stanford said he would not. 
“The Chinaman,” he continued, “is a dis­ 
turbing element in our civilization. He 
cannot be assimilated witli our population. 
He is a sojourner and not a colonist. It is 
a mistake to think that be would come to 
this country in such numbers as to overrun 
ns. He lias never colonized any country 
in the world’s history, except the island of 
Formosa, and he probably never will. 
The prejudice agair.st him among a certain 
class of our people, however, is very great. 
So long as this prejudice exists, I think it 
better to keep him away,” 
“One of the most potent arguments 
against the Chinaman in the East, Senator,” 
suggested the correspondent, “is that he 
works for starvation wages. Is that true?” 
“It is not true, The Chinaman is paid 
good wages. He does not earn as much as 
a white man, because the latter is capable 
of doing more work; but, relatively, he is 
paid quite as well. More than that, he is 
one ol the most intelligent aud tractable of 
servants, but, as I said, he is a disturbing 
element among us. and we will be, on tbe 
whole, better oil without him.”

Talk ef a Price and Her Transfer to 
Robert Bonner. 
The San Francisco Chronicle says : Local 
horsemen are eagerly listening to and com­ 
menting upon a rumor that is going the 
rounds just now about Senator Stanford 
and the sensational trotting filly Sunol. 
The filly has been the talk of the horse 
world since she trotted a mile in 2:18 at the 
Day District track, and her owner has often 
been congratulated upon hi* system of 
breeding that brought out the young queen 
of the trotting turf. Senator Standlord has 
been looktDg to that end ali these years. 
No money has beeu spared, and when Nor- 
laine showed her wonderful work he 
though he had reached the desired point in 
her. That unfortunate fire at Palo Alto 
cut short Xorlaine’s career, but this year 
there comes one even greater than she— 
Sunol. There has perhaps been no prouder 
day in the Senator s life than the one when 
Sunol eclipsed all previous records of two- 
year-olds, and marked down 2:18 as a rec­ 
ord for other ambitious breeders to aim at. 
Every turf column in the country has 
had something to say of Sunol, and as a 
matter of course Robert Bonner, in New 
York, heard of her. Mr. Bonner basan 
anihition to own the fastest trotters in the 
world. 
It was this ambition which 
prompted him to pay $40,000 for Maud S., 
the highest price ever paid for a mare, and 
$36,000 for liarus, tbe biggest amount ever 
lain down for a gelding. He heard of this 
California phenomenon, who is even 
greater than these, and he wanted her to 
grace his name aud stable. Yesterday it 
was learned upon good authority that he 
had asked Leland Stanford fora price upon 
the fiily, and that the Senator had placed 
her at $50,000 
Further than that nothing 
is known in California. Senator Stanford 
is now in the East, and his negotiations 
with Mr. Bonner have been carried on in 
person. Ariel Lathrop knows nothing. 
He was even surprised when told by a 
Chronicle reporter just how far the negotia­ 
tions had gone. 
Charies Marvin, who manages the trot­ 
ting deportment at Palo Alto, only knows 
that a price has been set, and his heart is 
broken to think that in all probability the 
great filly, that he loves almost as he does 
his life, will go out of his hands. He saw 
her foaled and grow up to maidenhood, 
and was behind her when she made her 
phenomenal mile, and he is anxiously 
wailing and hoping that Mr. Bonner wifi 
refuse to give $50.000. The probabilities 
are that Mr. Bonner will take her. He has 
never allowed money to stand between 
him and any horse he wanted, and Sunol 
would be a fit companion for Mand S. 
Sunol is a dark bay filly, now three years 
old. She was foaled and raisetl at Palo 
Alto. Her sire is the great Electioneer and 
her dam is Waxana, second dam Waxv, a 
thoroughbred mare. Sunol is the product 
of a very popular breeding theory that the 
thoroughbred intermingled with tbe trot­ 
ting strain produces speed. The only filly 
to approach Sunol in speed was Wildflower 
also a Palo Alto product, who trotted á 
mile as a two-year-old at the Bav District 
track in 2:21 in October, 1881. If Mr. Bon­ 
ner pays $50,000 for Sunol, she will he the 
second Palo Alto product to go at that 
amount, the other being the great stallion 
Bell Boy, a half-brother to Sunol. and his 
price was the highest ever given for a 
stallion. The best money ever paid for a 
thoroughbred was the $50,000 paid by Sen­ 
ator Hearst for the yearling King Thomas, 
a Kentucky colt, now in training with Mr 
llearst’s stable at Sheepsbead.

Mrs. Parsons Says Sbe B elieves iu R evo­ 
lution and Pum p-Guus. 
Chicago, January 6th.—Mrs. Parsons, the An­ 
archist, to-day made another violent speech 
similar to the one she delivered last Sunday, and 
this time, as be tore, she was unmolested bv the 
police. Her audience met in Waverly Hall, 
near the police headquarters, aud it was osten­ 
sibly a gathering ot Socialists whose purmwe 
was to discuss a paper on “ Salvation from 
Poverty.” 
Mrs. Parson s said: ’* I am a revolutionist, 
and I believe all means are justifiable to get rid 
of the present industrial slavery. The capital­ 
ists. our masters, nullify the ballot. Revolution 
by force must come, aud the sooner it comes the 
quicker your emancipation will arrive.

STANDS BY W HAT HE SAID. 
C. P. Huntington Interview ed R egarding 
H is Letter ou the Chinese. 
Nf.w York, January 6th.— C. P. Huntington 
said in an interview last night: “I am used to 
lighting alone and when I have anv opinions to 
express I am not afraid to express them in plain 
language.” This remark was cans, d by refer­ 
ence to Mr. Huntington’s recent letter to A. A. 
Low, in which he advocated the nullification 
of the Chinese Exclusion Act. “Our trade with 
China having been killed.” he said, “w hat is 
the use of running steamships between the two 
countries? 
We control three large vessels 
which we chartered from their English owners 
and as soon as the charters run out we shall let 
them go. One of the charters expires in the 
spring, some lime in June, 1 think.” 
“ When I went to California in 1849,” Hunt­ 
ington continued, “the world seemed immense, 
but the progress of science and invention has 
made it a very small lump. 1 believe in letting 
every body in it go and come as he pleases. The 
Chinese are a wonderful people, and 1 respect 
them. Their civilization may be as good as 
ours. They are a patient people. For about 
five years they are going to treat us with ex­ 
cessive politeness. Then Americans will be or­ 
dered to leave China. They intend to give us 
ample time to see how foolish wc have been. I 
was talking ou this subject a day or two ago 
with a prominent American merchant who used 
to do an extensive business in Hougkoug. He 
told me that ou nis last visit to that city lie was 
treated more politely than lie had ever been 
treated before, but he could not sell anv goods. 
During the war we lost our textile trade with 
China because prices went too high, but w e were 
rebuilding it rapidly when the passage of the 
exclusion bill broke it down again.” 
” Has the sentiment of the Pacific coast 
changed with respect to ChiDcse exclusion 
“ 1 cannot give any statistics, but my honest 
opinion is that if the people of the Pacific 
coast were to vote w itbout fear three-quarters of 
them would be in favor of nullifying the Ex­ 
clusion Act. Oh, for a niau like Thad Stevens, 
to put his foot on this thing and crush it out. 
What merit is there in the complaint that the 
Chinese come to the United States for no other 
purpose than to take money out ot the country. 
Wbat else should they come for? We don’t 
want them to become citizens, but how much 
money do you suppose 169,000 C biuam en-I think 
there are about that number in the country— 
could earn and carry aw ay ? A mere mite. On 
the other haDd our Eurojiean travelers have 
spent in one year as much as 875,000,000 in thus 
journeying through the old countries. Some of 
them fetch a little of it back in gcw-gaws from 
Paris and elsewhere, but most of it stays on the 
other side. Let a Chinaman take what he can 
honestly get; we’ll get it all back in trade.” 
“ Does the presence of Chinese in California 
really injure tne Caucasian laborer?” 
” Not at ail. I think if we had more Chinese 
we would have more work for the Caucasians. 
Tlie Chinese do not aspire to fill responsible 
positions. They are content to labor and be 
bossed by white men. The South cries out 
against the migration of negroes to California. 
We need more laborers, and in the absence 
of white nun and black, why not let us have 
Mongolian ?' 
THE SIMON PUKE. 
Original K nights of Labor Form ing a 
New O rganization. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , January Gth.—A eircular ad­ 
dressed to the Knights of Labor throughout the 
country, aud signed by James L. Wright, R. L. 
Keen, R. C. McCauley and Joseph S, Kennedy, 
is being issuetL The signers style themselves 
“the surviving founders of the Secret Order of 
Knights of Labor.” aud state that after due de­ 
liberation they have come to the conclusion 
that under the present autocratic form of gov­ 
ernment the Order has departed from its origi­ 
nal designs, to the destruction of its principles 
of self-government lying at the base of Ameri­ 
can Institutions. Being determined to return to 
the original text of its principles, the signers 
extend the hand of fraternity to all who believe 
in the principles formerly promulgated, viz* 
Secrecy, obedience, mutual' assistance and the 
placing of industry on a scientific basis. 
The signers have determined to eliminate all 
opposition detrimental to the principles and 
progressed the Knights of Labor, as the founders 
intended. The circular, it is stated, is issued 
through the press to uolify those at a distance 
and in answer to mauy letters received on the 
subject. Numbers for Assemblies will be given 
from Philadelphia until a sufficient number has 
been formed to call a joint convention for the 
good of the Order.

To Avoid Collision. 
When a train is prevented from arriving 
on time at its meeting point, we must have 
sotne rules by which the opposing train 
may proceed or all business on the road 
would be suspended by the delay of a 
single train. Only the general principles 
of these rules can be stated within limits. 
They are as follows: 
First—All freight trains must wait in­ 
definitely for all passenger trains. 
Second—When one train only is behind 
titne the opposing train of the'samc class 
will wait for it a specified time, usually ten 
minutes, and five minutes more for possi­ 
ble variation of watches, then go ahead, 
keeping fifteen minutes behind its sche­ 
dule. 
Third—But should such a train, running 
on delayed time, lose more time, or in any 
other way shouid both trains get behind 
time, then the one bound in a certain 
direction—for instance north—has the right 
to the track, and the other must lie by in­ 
definitely. 
These principles duly observed will pre­ 
vent collisions, but they will often cause 
trains to lose a great deal of time. The 
train dispatcher, therefore has authority to 
handle extra and delayed trains bv direct 
telegraphic order.—Scribner's. 


E lectrical Navigation. 
The navigation of the Thames by elec­ 
tric power is now an established success. 
A small electric launch has been running 
for some months, and the largest electric 
boat yet built—sixty-five and one-half feet 
long and ten feet wide—has just been com­ 
pleted. A floating station has been put in 
operation for charging the storage bat­ 
teries. Other launches and stations are 
being designed and constructed, and a new 
era in river traveling seems to have been 
fairly begun

The Situation in H ayti—Em in Pasha 
Probably a P risoner—A

IS EMIN A CAPTIVE 
■■.tanley Said to Have Ileen the M ysterious 
W hite Pasha. 
London, Jamiaiv 6th.—Inlormatlon was re­ 
ceived recently by the Emin Bey Relict Com­ 
mittee, which includes reports from a Sergeant 
of tbe old Egyptian army, who for several years 
lias been n prisoner at Khartoum. A dispatch 
from Agent Ward at Leopoldville confirms the 
opinion of several leading Afrieau explorers 
that Stanley was the white Pasha iu Be hr el 
Ghaze), and was at Bonalya on the Upper Aru- 
wirni on August 17th last , that he did not leave 
there ou August 2Sth. “ presumably to rejoin 
Emin Pasha,' but that he set off at the latter 
date either to explore the Welle Makua or to 
cross the com ment toward Lake chad or the 
Upper Benue. 
A large expedition of the African Lakes Com­ 
pany has successfully accomplished the task of 
ascending the Zambesi aud Shiri to reach the 
scene of the recent troubles at the head of Lake 
Nyassa. 
EMIN’S RKl'ORTED CAPTURE. 
Suakim, January 6th —One of Osman Digna s 
Lieutenants has deserted his leader anti arrived 
here. The deserter ire.orts that the rebels arc 
enraged with Osman Digna for se zing their 
effects and their wives. He gives as his reason 
lor such a comse that the rebels chewed to­ 
bacco, which is contrary to the precepts laid 
down by tho Madhi. 
The deserter also reports that the 2.000 der­ 
vishes at Handout) are squabbling with Osman 
Digna concerning the evacuation of the place, 
the majority of the dervishes l»eing desirous of 
retiring from the town. 
The deserter declared that Emin Bov hcsbeen 
captured, and that he is a prisoner a' Khartoum, 
where he is well treated by his captors. 
TH E W AR IN SAMOA. 
A Gorman Force W hipped by a Body of 
K ing M ataafa's Meu. 
A u ck lan d (Sew Zealand:, January 6th.—Ad­ 
vice.* from Samoa say the German man-of-war 
Olga lost twenty men killed and thirty wounded 
out of a party ot 120 men sent to assist Tamasese 
against Mataafa. The Geriuaus were compel led 
to retreat to their boats. The commanders of 
the British and American mcn-ot war received 
mu intimation of the Germans’ iuteutlous, but 
they remained inactive. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS OK THE FIGHTING. 
B erlin, January 6th.—Official advices from 
Apia confirm yesterday's announcement ot an 
enconnter between Mataafa’s followers and the 
Germans. Ou December 18th the German gun­ 
boat Adler, with the German Consul on board, 
proceeded to Lantv, M taafa’s chief position, 
with the intention of negotiating for the dis­ 
arming of the insurgents iu consequence of the 
destruction of Germau property aud insults to 
German sailors. 
A party of men was landed, and while on 
their way to the Vállele plantation they were 
suddenly attacked by a party ot Mataafa’s men 
led by an American named Klein. The Olga, 
Adler aud Kiser landed more men, who sue 
ceeded in repelliug the natives aud destroying 
some of their villages. Lieutenant Siege and 
fifteen men were killed, aud Lieutenants 
Spengler and Burehard and thirty-six men were 
wounded. The latter are doing well. 
Other accounts state that the Germans retired 
to Vailele and held it against great odds until 
reinforced. Mataafa's loss was ten killed and 
thirty wouuded. 
MATAAFA’S ADVANTAGE. 
The Germans bombarded Vailele, Letoga, 
I-anty, Mataafaga and Mataafus. Mataafa now 
holds a strongly intrenched position near Apia, 
where great excitement prevails. 
The turopeau women and children have been 
placed on board the men-ol-war. Business is at 
a standstill, expecting further German action. 
Mataafa has obtained a supply of ammunition, 
and he declares himsrIf ready to appear before 
the commanders of the British and American 
men-of-war. 
THE MOR I PR LETTFR. 
A M atter That Continúes to Agitate Ger­ 
m an Official Citcles. 
B er lin , January 6th.—The ¡‘ost practically 
accuses Sir R. D. Morier ot forgery. It says: 
“The wonderful jargon of the bazaine letter, 
bristling with anglicisms and solecism*, cam ot 
possibly have been written by a Frenchman.” 
T he Kolnischi Zeituny, which first published 
the original charges against Morier, intimates 
that the letter conveys the impression that it 
was written by an Englishman, and that only 
the signature is Bazaine’s. 
The 1 'asersche Xeitung says: ‘ This new accusa­ 
tion against Morier is one of such exceeding 
enormity that it can only fiil German readers 
with a feeling of profound shame. Unless 
proof of its justness ¡.* immediately tendered the 
charge can hardly fail to have an almost infu­ 
riating effect upon foreigaeis.” 
'the li’fiser Zeitung deplores tlie “palpable 
animosity” displayed in the publication of the 
charge. 
IN MORIER’S DEFENSE. 
L o n d o n , January 6th.—^The Juiimat Iks Debate, 
of Par s, publishes a letter from General Carceron 
proving that the fight ingin Me;z in 1870 began the 
day before August 16th, on which Major Heines 
represents General Bazaine as saving he re­ 
ceived Morier's intimation of the approach of 
the Germans. Similar statements are pub­ 
lished by the Vienna paper*. Most ot the papers 
aud also the St. Petersburg press side yvith 
Morier. 
WENT in d i e s . 
The R eleased A m erican Steam er—Defeat 
of L egitim e’s Main Army. 
Port-au-Prince, December 23d.—Since the 
release of the llaytian Republic, three (lays 
ago, to the United states steamers Galena and 
Yautie an officer and crew have been kept con­ 
stantly aboard ol the Haytian Republic and 
that ship kept constantly under the shotted 
guns ot the United States war vessel. She will 
be accepted to-morrow, as it is expected her 
condition will be then tlie same as when she 
was captured, all parts of her machinen* hav- 
iug been delivered. 
The Huytiau gunboat Grand River left late 
last night, flying the French Hag. for Mole St. 
Nicholas, now iu the bauds of the Hippolytes, to 
cable to Martinique tor the French fleet to pra­ 
te t Port-au-Prince. 
It is understood that Legitime’s General com 
manding the main army was seriously defeated 
at Hinche, ten miles from the Sau Domingo 
lrontier, aud arrived last night yvith the report 
of his defeat. He is now at the Ereneh Lega­ 
tion under the protection of the French flag, as 
the rage of the people is feared when thev shaft 
have learned of his defeat; and it is believed 
the French Minister immediately dispatched a 
requt st for a French man-of-yvar. 
W HAT Is COMING: 
Two M ore R oulangists Elected to the 
Cham ber of D eputies. 
P a ris, January 6th.—In the Department of 
Somme to-day Montauden (Boulangist) was 
elected a member of the Chamber of Deputies 
by a majority of 7,539.

But disappointment followed, although 
taint glimpses of the sun were obtained 
through rifts of the fog during the tcdpse 
but during totality a thick bank of tog 
drifted in. shutting out completely from 
view the few seconds of obscuration. As 
the figure of the moon slowly left the face 
of the sun the fog gradually drifted awav, 
until at the close of the eclipse the -*.n 
shone out brightly. During totality aim >st 
total darkness pre vailed in resiliences. As 
the sun emerged from total obscuration a 
long narrow belt of blue sky. which bad 
been observable at tbe eastern horizon, was 
suddenly lit up with a peculiar golden id- 
low light which remained for a few secor.es 
and tlieti gave place to a dark indigo blue. 
During the time of the eclipse the mercury 
in the thermometer fell four degrees.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Tlie California Legislature assembles to­ 
day. 
There is no reason for extended 
comment 
now upon what anticipation 
may suggest will be done. 
There are no 
very serious problems that ought to come 
before the body. Such legislation as should 
be bad is obvious to every one who has 
given much thought to the needs of the 
State. 
AH reasonable aid should be ex­ 
tended to every commendable effort to ad­ 
vance the State, advertise it abroad, and 
secure for its products the largest and 
widest possible market. 
Since it lias been 
said that it is the intention to project the 
hydraulic mining question into the houses 
it is to be hoped that the Legislature will 
will not he asked to enter upon any scheme 
to legalize a system that has been declared 
against by every Court before which the 
matter has come, nor to engage in any 
legislation to put in greater jeopardy the 
interests along the rivers flowing out of 
mining sections. 
There will he offered many amendments 
to the codes, and we recall a few that 
should pass: to require the trial of divorce 
ctsesin Court, and the abolition of refer­ 
ence; to reform the system of new trials, 
and appeals from refusal to grant tlienu 
upon the plan advised by Mr. Justice Mc­ 
Farland, of the Supreme Court; to amend 
the election law so that the counting of the 
ballots shall be done under judicial direc­ 
tion ; to make effective the laws regulating 
weights and measures ; to restore vitality 
to the law requiring the Supreme Judges 
to reside at the capital, anti to have their 
chief offices in the State Capitol; to make 
the office of Superintendent of State Print­ 
ing elective ; to require payment of fees to 
State officers to he made upon certificates 
issued by the Controller or some other 
official. 
There is not now known any 
rea­ 
son why 
there 
should 
be a session 
extending beyond the sixty-day lim it; or 
that indicates necessity for 
any great 
amount of friction in either house. 
The 
chief thing to be feared is the ambition to 
flood the houses with hills, resulting in the 
most meritorious measures—which have 
the fewest outside workers—being snowed 
under a file impossible of discharge within 
the limits of the legislative session. 
Next 
in order of matters to he guarded against 
is the scandalous disposition to send com­ 
mittees galloping about the State. 
There 
is no public institution into the affairs of 
which the Legislature will wish to in­ 
quire that cannot he investigated at the 
Capitol, and without withdrawing mem­ 
bers from legislative labor in their re- 
sj/ective chambers. 
Committee visitations 
are really of no practical u tility ; they 
are never surprises, and never develop 
anything that may not as well be brought 
to light by bringing the witnesses to the 
Legislature. 
In legislation outside of the codes, per­ 
haps none will be more important than 
such as may he found needful to carry out 
and complete the water-power scheme at 
the Folsom Branch Prison, and such legis­ 
lation as may be determined upon for 
reformation of the laws concerning recla­ 
mation districts, with a view of enabling a 
harmonious and uniform system to be 
adopted along the whole line of river low­ 
lands, instead of the patch-work antagon­ 
izing system of the present. 
There will 
probably be offered several constitutional 
amendments, and one or two perhaps that 
should he adopted, and which it will he time 
enough to consider when they come up. We 
may reasonably look also for some action 
relative to the establishment of a reforma­ 
tory f t juvenile offenders, and the separa­ 
tion of tyros in crime from the hardened 
and incorrigible convicts. 
But any legis­ 
lation of that kind should he steered clear 
of institutional prison plans; 
what we 
want is a system fashioned something after 
the cottage and central detention building 
system 
of Massachusetts, a system that 
does not brand the youthful offenders 
by 
uniforming 
them, 
not contemplate 
detention 
any 
longer 
than 
is 
neces­ 
sary 
to find 
a 
home 
for 
the 
hoy, 
where he can he trained to a useful man­ 
hood. 
At Folsom the State has ample 
grounds and facilities for introducing the 
system. 
Snggested by this reference is the 
need for an apprentice law, and the wis­ 
dom of adopting the parole system for re­ 
forming prisoners, which is working so ad­ 
mirably in Ohio, and is under partial and 
successful trial in New York. 
If it were now jiossible under our pres­ 
ent system, as it will be some day, to have 
all proposed legislation affecting the codes 
submitted to a Commission prior to intro­ 
duction in the Houses, for advice and for 
harmonizing, a great deal of valuable time 
could he saved and a much more harmoni­ 
ous system of laws would result. 
But in 
its absence the liest that can lie done is to 
advise against the effort at every session of 
the Legislature to reform the whole sys­ 
tem of laws. 
A score of men usually 
come up to each session with satchels full 
of amendments to the codes that arc in 
the judgment of each of the authors 
specifics for all ills, and that will har­ 
monize and round out the eutire system. 
The result has generally been to weaken 
the code system and to destroy its harmonv. 
It is a good plan for the legislator to put 
himself under self-restraint in the disposi­ 
tion to multiply hills amendatory of the 
codes, in view of the fact that nine-tenths 
of those offered are certain to find burial 
in that tomb of ambition to accomplish law 
reform, the Judiciary Committee. 
I t ¡s so 
much easier to point the way than go in 
it; to find fault than remedy; to indicate 
what should he done than to accomplish 
it, that the wise legislator contents him­ 
self with devoting his energies to a few 
absolutely needed measures, and resolutely 
setting his face agaiust all patchwork and 
the temptation to work reform along the 
whole line. 


THE LATEST FROM SAMOA. 


In May, 1886, Dr. Steubel, Imperial 
German Consul. General Wilfred Powell, 
H. B. M.’s Consul and B. Greenehaum, 
United States Consul, signed a notice at 
Apia declaring that their Governments 
did not and never had in any way recog­ 
nized Taaiesese as King of Samoa. 
The 
same day they and the Commanders of thn 


American, 
English and German fleets 
visited and recognized King Malietoa, and 
it was then agreed that Germany should 
liail 
Malietoa as King and that Tam- 
esese should surrenderhis fort and abandon 
his rebellion. 
The next year Germany 
violated this compact, seized Malietoa, 
exiled him, 
recognized 
Tamesese and 
aided in seating him on the throne. 
Sub­ 
sequently, Mataafa, brother of Malietoa, 
drove Tamesese out, and (Germany again 
recognized the Malietoan line in authority, 
represented by Mataafa. 
Now comes the news that the German 
troops last month went openly into the 
field to aid Tamesese against the lawful 
King recognized by the other powers, and 
that Mataafa met 
and whipped them 
soundly, the German loss being between 
twenty and thirty. 
The friends of fair 
play and treaty obligations will lie grat­ 
ified at this result. 
There never has been 
an instance in modern history of such 
tyranny, overhearing conduct, shameless 
violation of treaty compacts and cruelty to 
an inoffensive people as that to he found 
in the conduct of the German Govern­ 
ment toward the Samoans. 
It is simply a 
case of attempted conquest without the 
shadow of excuse or palliation. 
The con­ 
duct of the United States Government in 
the whole affair since the removal of Con­ 
sul 
Greenehaum 
for doing what any 
humane, patriotic and wise man ought to 
do under like circumstances, has been 
humiliating to the last degree. 


T hf.r e is no sympathy whatever due the 
people who have been bitten by the elec­ 
tric sugar relining fraud. 
Experienced in­ 
vestors and business men who could he 
taken in by to thin a swindle deserve no 
pity, and they and their money are better 
parted. 
It appears that they took it for 
granted that the sacks and boxes which 
were taken into the mysterious Brooklyn 
factory contained raw sugar, and that the 
very pure cubes pouring out through a 
shute were the result of electrical action 
upon the raw sugar in a few moments of 
time. That sober business men can he thus 
“taken in” is a serious reflection U[>on 
human intelligence; it is only offset hv the 
consolation afforded by the fact that the 
rascals who worked the swindle got safely 
away with the “boodle.” 
It appears also 
that the alleged electrical machinery was 
in a burglar-proof room, to which no 
officer of the corporation and no stock­ 
holder in it were admitted. 
Only the 
fellows working the scheme had access to 
that chamber; yet these officers and stock­ 
holders, some of them interested in other 
sugar works, were so gullible as to accept, 
without inspection of the room, the yarn 
that the secret machinery was in the apart­ 
ment, and that to reveal its mystery to 
anyone hut the inventor would he to ex­ 
pose him to great loss, liecause the process 
was not patentable. 
The electric sugur 
swindlers have demonstrated one thing, 
that you do not always need to go outside 
the circle of business men of recognized 
shrewdness to find material for the most 
pronounced school of folly.

PBOPOSED LEGISLATION. 
At a meeting of hotel and restaurant- 
keepers held at the Russ House, in San 
Francisco, on Saturday night, it was de­ 
cided to ask the Legislature to pass the fol­ 
lowing bill, which is a copy of the New 
York State law: 
An Act to add a new section to the Penal Code, 
to be known as section 
, relative to ho­ 
tels, inns, boarding-houses and lodging- 
houses. 
The people of the State of California, repre­ 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as fol­ 
lows: 
Section 1. Any person w i'h the intent to de­ 
fraud the proprietor or manager thereof, who 
obtains any food or accommodation whatever 
at any hotel, inn, restaurant, boarding-house or 
lodging-house, or who, by any false representa­ 
tion or pretense, obtains any food or other ac­ 
commodations at any hotel, inn, restaurant, 
boarding-house or lodging-house, or who, after 
obtaining any food or other accommodations at 
anv hotel, iñn, restaurant, boarding-house or 
lodging house, surreptitiously removes his bag­ 
gage therefrom aud absconds or absconds with­ 
out thus removing his baggage without paying 
for his food and other ascommodations, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
Section 2. It shall be presumptive evidence 
that such food or other accommodation was ob­ 
tained with the intent to defraud a proprietor 
or manager of any such hotel, inn, restaurant, 
boarding-house or lodging-house If any person 
having no money or other meaus to pay for the 
same obtains food or other accommodation at 
any hotel, inn, restaurant, boarding-honse or 
lodging-house without first asking the propri­ 
etor or manager thereof privilege so to do or 
without disclosing to said proprietor or manager 
his condition with reference to finances. 
Section 8. This Act shall take effect immedi­ 
ately. 
LABOR BILLS. 
Labor Commissioner Tobin has prepared 
five bills to be introduced in the coming 
Legislature, founded upon recommenda­ 
tions embodied in his biennial report. 
They are as follows : 
An Act to regulate the hours of labor and 
employment of females; also, prohibiting 
the employment of any children tinder 
twelve years of age, or any minor who is 
unable to read and write the English 
language. 
An Act to provide for the safety of op­ 
eratives in large factories from injuries by 
machinery, elevators or inflammable com­ 
pounds. 
An Act to provide better sanitary regula­ 
tions and seats for female employes. 
An Act putting employers under bond to 
give their apprentices in their employ a 
thorough training. 
An Act to insure stockholders in land 
and building associations against loss by 
reason of absconding financial Secretaries. 
OTHER BILLS. 
Senator Dray has prepared a bill which 
asks an appropriation of $2,000 for grading 
Fifteenth street, from L to N, being the 
two blocks in front of the Agricultural Pa­ 
vilion, and part of the Capitol grounds. 
Another bill will provide for the amend­ 
ment of Section 103 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure concerning Justices of the Peace 
It is so drawn as to do away with one paid 
Justice in this city. Of course it will not 
molest those now holding office, but pro­ 
hibit the election of more than one two 
years hence. The Senator has been in­ 
fluenced to take this step by the report of 
the City Auditor as to the expense of sus­ 
taining two Justices as now maintained in 
this city : Salaries for two Justices for two 
years, $S,000 ; rent of offices lor same time. 
$1,140; stationery, fuel, etc., $250. Total, 
$9,390. Receipts from both for the same 
period, $1,427 72, the net expense to the 
city being $7.902 25. 
Senator Dray will also propose an Act 
asking an appropriation of about $5,000 to 
construct a walk anti drive in the east part 
of Capitol Park, to run from Twelfth and 
L streets diagonally to the first terrace, and 
from Twelfth and N streets to the same 
terrace and along the same. The drive 
would describe a semi-circle. 
A bill to amend Section 374S of the Po­ 
litical Code will be introduced. As it now 
reads, the Tax Collector is obliged at stated 
periods of the tax-collecting season to ap­ 
point certain days to visit and collect taxes 
in each township. The proposed amend­ 
ment makes it the duty of the Supervisors 
to decide if it be necessary to have the Tax 
Collector make those rounds.

Yiheii Hack Fare Is Fat Down to Fifteen 
Cents. 
One of the objections to living in the sub­ 
urbs of Sacramento is the poor street car 
accommodations. J. T. Gurney, of Boston, 
arrived in Sacramento yesterday and pro­ 
poses to put the Gurney cabs in the streets 
of Sacramento. Thirty cabs will be about 
the number required to inaugurate the sys­ 
tem. He builds the cabs and sells the 
franchises to companies of wide-awake 
citizens. In speaking ot the new cacs, Mr. 
Gurney said: 
"The cabs are only half the weight of 
other vehicles designed to carry the same 
number of passengers, but are equally 
strong, being built almost wholly ot steel. 
The doors are at the tear and the seats at 
the side. The driver opens and closes the 
doors without leaving bis seat. The pas­ 
senger can open and close a window just 
back of the seat through which to com­ 
municate with the driver without trouble. 
The carriage is hung just one step from 
the ground, so that, backed up to the curb 
or sidewalk the passenger steps at once 
into it. The cab is finished inside with 
embossed French mohair plush, with satin 
head lining. The steel body of tbe car­ 
riage is capable of the highest polish, and 
is painted a handsome wine-color. It is 
equipped with roties for winter and dusters 
for summer. The drivers are arrayed in 
livery and are required to live up to strin­ 
gent rules insisting on the utmost polite­ 
ness, cleanliness and care. A second in­ 
fraction of any rule results in the discharge 
of the driver.” 
“And what relation do you hold to the 
corporation? ” 
"1 sell the franchise outright, to be sure, 
but there is a clause iu the contract which 
requi.es the company purchasing to keep 
abreast of the demands of the public ; that 
it shuit be satisfactory at all times aud in 
every way. I keep an eye on tbe service, 
that is all", and sea that the contract is ful­ 
filled. If it is not, and if tbe company 
refuses to keep to the mark the franchise is 
forfeited.” 
"This service is especially dedicated to 
the ladies,” continued Mr. Gurney, "and 
especially will it come as a boon to them 
here duritig-tlie frequent rains of winter. 
If they wisit to go shopping they can sum­ 
mon a cab aud be whisked away to the 
store in a twinkling and returned home 
for perhaps twenty-five cents. Many enter­ 
prising merchants buy coupon tickets in 
large numbers and when their customers 
have purchased a bill of goods, do not only 
deliver the latter, but put the lady, pack­ 
ages, baby and all into a Gurney and send 
them home. Again, physicians need have 
no care of a buggy of their own. Night or 
day, needing a conveyance, it is ready at 
hand. Where these are in operation, too, 
the city need never feel the want of a pub­ 
lic ambulance in sudden peed to carry the 
injured to a hospital. Iu short, it is a met­ 
ropolitan institution that will prove a 
feature of the city and an evei-present 
witness to its enterprise. This company 
when in operation inaugurates the period 
of cheap cab service. The charges are 
twenty-five cents per mile or live coupon 
tickets for a dollar. When bought in large 
numbers a much less rate may beobtained, 
say from $1 to $1 50 per thousand, accord­ 
ing to how liberal the patronage may be.” 
Mr. Gurney has succeeded iu getting 
them in Tacoma, Portland, Chico and 
Marysville. He will go from here south. 
This is Mr. Gurney’s first visit to California 
aud he says ‘if "the Garden of Eden was 
equal in beauty to the Sacramento valiev 
then, indeed, was it a paradise for the 
gods.”

They bad relied solely on 
this scason'scrap to ride them over the winter, 
and this raiamitv left them with absolutely

THE CRUEL CHECK. 


O ne of th e M oat C om m on F orm a of T o rt­ 
u re o f H orgea. 
Thomas E. Hill, of Chicago, who two 
years ago was chosen Secretary of the 
American Humane Association, and has 
prepared a work on “ Ways of Cruelty," is 
credited with the following remarks against 
one of the most common forms of torture 
of horses: 
"From my office window I looked down 
on one of the leading retail stores in the 
country. In front of that place were stan- 
ing a good many fashionable equipages all 
hours of the day. I noticed that the horses 
were checked up in a way that was out­ 
rageously cruel. They were victims of the 
over-check. I brought in my artist and 
had him illustrate the book from nature, 
without the slightest exaggeration. This 
shocking cruelty to horses—it is nothing 
else—is mere fashion. Somebody adopted 
it, and someone else followed, and so on. 
It has spread alarmingly and horses in 
all parts of the country are

Since 
I 
have been in the West I have no­ 
ticed how prevalent it is. 
It is used 
here on all kinds of horses. 1 went up 
Mount Hamilton a few days ago, and the 
horses that were harnessed to our wagons 
had to pull the heavy load with their 
heads held at a painful angle by the over­ 
check. 
“ 1 am happy to say that there are some 
humane men who have seen the folly of 
the over-check, and Senator Stanford is 
one of them. I was at Menlo Park a short 
time ago, and the people told me that Mr. 
Stanford would not permit tbe outrageous 
contrivance on any of his horses. His 
stablemen said the over-check was not a 
benefit, and the horse only sutlered from 
its application 
With this example before 
the people of California it is to be hoped 
they, loo, will take the over-check from 
their horses. That method of checking is 
the worst form of cruelty that has been 
practiced on the horse. It is inhuman, and 
the press ought to cry out against it. It is 
a mere thoughtless freak, and the gentle­ 
men who have over-checks ou their horses 
do not know how much they suffer by 
them. As soon es the matter is under­ 
stood this diabolical means of torture will 
be discarded altogether, and the horse will 
have a chance to appear at his best."
